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DISCONTENT IN JAPAN. 


Although the military triumph of 
Japan over China has been unprece 
dented, and even marvelous, affairs in 
Japan are not as pleasant as they 
might be. 
There is in that country a 
party, or, rather faction, of irreconcil 
ables who are dissatisfied with the 
present administration, and who, in 
stead of favoring peace at any price, 
until China shall have become the ab 
ject vassal of Japan, Corea a subject 
province, and Russia only the owner 
of a narrow strip of territory along the 
'shore of the Pacific. 


This discontented class is made up 
largely of the half educated descen 
dants of the fbrmer two sword bearers, 
who have learned just enough to be 
dissatisfied with the present regime, 


' bat not enough to propose or suggest 
anything better. 
They dream of the 
glories of ancient Japan, but at the 
same time would not for worlds go 
back to the condition of semi barbar­ 
ism which characterized Japan half a 
century 
ago. 
They want modern 
civilization, but they want to pose as 
its exponents. 


AItt all probacility Japan will have 
more trouble at home than it had with 
China. 
The Emperor is a man of no 
special strength 
of 
character, and, 
while he has some extremely able men 
about him, that servility which apper­ 
tains to the oriental disposition and 
character will be very likely to prevent 
them from expressing their genuine 
opinions in matters of public interest. 


The Emperor of Japan now, if ever, 
needs a Bismarck as his chief adviser, 
who will not hesitate to use the army 
to keep the people in order. 
A law 
is valueless unless it can be enforced, 
and at times there comes an epoch 
when the arm militant must be called 
to the aid of the civil authorities, and, 
unless we mistake the situation, Japan 
is rapidly approaching such a crisis. 
It may not and probably will not re 
suit in civil war, but the edicts of the 
Emperor and the laws and decrees of 
the Parliament must be obeyed.—S. 
F. Chronicle. 


THE LOST COLIMA. 


It now appears that the steamship 
Colima did not strike upon a hidden 
coral reef, but that she had a hole 
blown through her hull by the explo­ 
sion of a quantity of dynamite that had 
been placed aboard contrary to the 
law. 
Seafaring men have been unable 
to believe the story of the disaster first 
given out. 
They state that there was 
no danger to a vessel such as the 
Colima at the point where she is said 
to have been wrecked, and that there 
could not possibly be a swell that she 
could not weather, when it is evidenced 
that, several sailing vessels entered 
Manzanillo harbor the same day that 
the Colima was reported to have been 
wrecked. 
Again the reports that have 
been received 
here 
state that the 
captain and two of his officers had been [ 
killed by a tailing mast. 
This would 
seem to be impossible, for unless there [ 


was 
some very great pressure it would \ 
not be possible for the masts of so well j 
built a ship as the Colima to be forced ! 
out of their place and to fall on the j 
deck, at least not in the time that it is j 
reported 
that 
the ship struck and 
sunk, ten minutes. 
Everything now 
points to the theory that the loss of 
the steamer was caused by the explo­ 
sion of the dynamite that was stored in 
the hold of the vessel. 
The strictest 
investigation should be made in this 
matter, and if it is proven that the loss 
of the vessel and one hundred lives 
was caused by dynamite which was 
carried aboard the ship contrary to 
law, then the company and its agents 
should be mulcted in 
the sum of 
thousands oi dollars. 
This will not 
bring back the precious lives that have 
been lost, but it will teach the mail 
Steamship company to 
respect and 


obey the law hereafter. 
It will be a 
warning to other companies who are 
disobeying the law 
every day and 
jeopardizing the lives of hundreds of 
people. 


TOWN A T T O R N E Y H A Y N E last even­

Now right here is where there 
seems to be snag for the attorney states 
in one portion of his opinion that the 
Board can rescind the new ordinance 
as a matter of form, but in his judg­ 
ment they cannot rescind what they 
have not got. 
It is in evidence, how­ 
ever, that they must have had some­ 
thing, for twelve gentlemen in West 
Berkeley hold licenses granting them 
the privilege of conducting a saloon for 
one year, from April 1st, for which 
they paid $100 to the town's duly au 
thorized officer, the marshal. 
The at­ 
torney states that the saloon men were 
presumed to know the law, and should 
have known that the law requiring 
$100 per year for a license was illegal 
and should not have exchanged their 
money for a piece of town paper. Had 
the saloon men refused to pay the li­ 
cense as prescribed by the old Board 
when called upon by the Marshal they 
would have been arrested for selling 
liquor without a license. 
Again the 
attorney states that there are very grave 
doubts in his mind as to whether the 
town is required to return the money 
that has been collected, but he sug­ 
gested that the Board appoint a com­ 
mittee to wait upon the saloon men 
and see whether they will accept a war­ 
rant in lieu of the money that they 
have paid in. 
If they refuse and mean 
fight then the town will have to go 
them a mess. 
In accordance with 
this suggestion the Board appointed 
President Rickard and Marshal Lloyd 
to see the different saloon men and 
learn whether they will be willing to 
give back the licenses that have been 
granted them and accept in lieu there­ 


of a warrant upon the treasurer for the 
$100 dollars which they have paid in. 
This is only a waste of time as we are 
confident that none of those who now 
possess 
a licenses 
such 
as 
those 
granted under the new ordinance will 
give it up until they are compelled to 


by the Courts. 
Of course the saloon 
men will take the matter to law and 
they will thoroughly test thje validity 


of the old ordinance.

S a c 3 8 3 9 of the Political Code reads as 
follows: 


Every mail inhabitant of the State, oyer 
twenty-one and under 6 0 years of age, ex­ 
cept paupers, insane persons and 
Indians, 
not taxed, 
must annually pay a poll tax of 
two dollars, provided the same be paid be­ 
tween the first M nday in March and 
the 
first Monday in July, then it shall be three 
dollars. 


SEC. 3 8 4 6 of the Political Code makes it 
the duty of the Assessor to "demand 
Poll 
T a r of every person liable therefor, and on 
the neglect or refusal of such persons to pay 
he must collect by seizure and sale of any 
personal property owned by such person." 


Under sections 429 to 4 3 4 every person 
who refuses to give his own name or the 
name of any person in his employ, or who 
in any manner obstructs the Assessor or any 
of his deputies in the collection of the State 
Poll Tax, is guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
liable to a fine of $500 or imprisonment in 
the County Jail, or both such fine and im­ 
prisonment. 


Only those persons under twenty-one of 
over sixty years of age are exempt. 
Poll 
T a x must be paid on demand.

Report of the Town Engineer. 


To the Honorable the Board of Trus­ 
tees, Town of Berkeley: 
With regard to the storm water on 
Prince and Woolsey streets, referred 
to me at your last meeting I have to 
report as follows. 
There has been for 
many years a natural waterway from 
the . low, springy ground just below 
Ashby Station and following a south­ 
west course. 
This channel has been 
filled in in places and a new channel 
provided, notably on Prince street, 
Calais street, Woolsey, Sacramento, 
Irving and Baker streets, entering the 
old channel again at Blackstone street. 
This change in the location of the 
channel is more closely shown by the 
diagram hereto attached in which the 
blue line represents the original chan­ 
nel and the red line the changes that 
have been made. 


As nearly as I can determine the 
area now drained by this water course 
is approximately-described as the land 
between Emerson street and Ward 
street east of Adeline street, and be­ 
tween Woolsey and Russell streets. 


In this seation there has been no 
recent street improvements that would 
cause any additional water to take the 
course. The railway along Adeline 
street cuts off all the water from the 
east and directs it all to the springs at 
Ashby station. 
This* water 
should 
evidently find its way into the Derby 
creek west of Adeline street as it 
would undoubtedly do if it were not 
cut off at Adeline street. 
This water 
as a matter of equity, should not be 
turned from the channel to which it 
would naturally flow, into any other 
channel unless ample 
provision is 
made for it; therefore until such time 
as such provision is made I would rec­ 
ommend that all water coming down 
Adeline street be diverted back to its 
natural cS&rse by way of Russell street 
Even if this is done the quantity of 
water remaining will be quite large, 
and may in time be more than the 
culverts now provided can carry, if so 
they should be made larger. A part 
of the water could easily be diverted 
down Prince street by a culvert across 
Calais street and some more by the 
gutter on the northerly side of Prince 
street; but I cannot recommend tak­ 
ing water from its natural channel and 
and turning it on to any street. 
If 
the owner of a piece of land through 
which a drainage course passes wishes 
to make his land available he should 
make ample provision for carrying the 
storm water and not be permitted to 
turn it upon his neighbor nor upon a 
public street. 


..done without exception, damage has 
been done. 
For example, Dwight 
jfciy, -which had been stripped of ma­ 
cadam because of tre waer Jturned on 
to tt at or near Warring and Blake 
street where an 18 inch pipe culvert 
pas provided for the creek crossing, 
'but the property on both sides was 
filled in and the water turned onto the 
street, also Lincoln creek at Shattuck 
avenue where the owner of the prop­ 
erty made but partial provision by lay 
ing a pipe too small for the amount of 
water to be carried and the surplus 
floods Berkeley Station every winter, 
and many others, all of which have re­ 
sulted in great damage to the town 
and to residents living a long way 
from the natural course of the water, 
ahd all of which have been caused by 
diverting waters from their 
natural 
courses onto the street. 


As any area becomes settled every 
improvement tends not only to lessen 
the absorption erea but also causes the 
water to flow oft in less time, it is 
therefore evident that if we have a 
given quantity of water to dispose of 
we will have twice the flood if deliv­ 
ered in half the time. 
Each year this 
effect will undoubtedly be increased 
and each street will have all the water 
it can take care of without turning 
any water into it from its natural 
course. 


A brick or concrete sewer about 3 
feet in diameter should eventually be 
constructed to take the place of this 
natural waterway following the lines 
of the streets as nearly as possible in 
the direction it now takes.
